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To  the  May  or,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Deal , being  the  Urban  District 
Council  for  the  said  Borough . 


Gentlemen, — 

I beg  to  hand  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1908,  dealing  with  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough,  and  containing  a sum- 
mary of  the  Vital  Statistics  as  required  by  the  Local 
Government  Board. 

Population  and  Area. 

According  to  the  Census  of  April,  1891,  the  popula- 
tion was  estimated  as  being  8,891,  and  according  to  the 
Census  of  1901,  10,581  ; the  increase  in  population  for 
the  intercensal  period  is  therefore  1,690,  or  an  annual 
average  increase  of  169.  Assuming  this  increase  to  be 
constant,  I estimate  the  population  in  April,  1908,  as 
1 1,764,  and  in  July,  the  mid -period  of  the  year,  taken 
for  statistical  purposes,  as  11,807. 

The  area  of  the  Borough  is  1,158  acres. 

The  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  last 
Census  was  2,342,  making  an  average  of  just  over  5 
persons  per  house. 


Births. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year 

was  254,  of  which  number  146  were  males,  and  108 

females,  as  against  265  births  registered  in  the  year 
1907.  The  birth-rate  thus  becomes  21.5,  as  against  a 
rate  of  22.7  for  the  year  1907  ; our  birth-rate  is  on  the 
decrease,  and  below  the  average  rate  for  the  years  1898- 
1907,  which  is,  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  I.,  23.7. 

The  natural  increase  in  population  by  births  in  excess 

of  deaths  was  no,  as  against  95  for  the  year  1907. 
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Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  as  occurring 
within  the  Borough  during  the  year  was  153.  Of  this 
number  13  were  either  visitors  to  Deal,  or  persons  brought 
into  Public  Institutions  within  the  Borough  from  without 
our  area,  and  are  consequently  eliminated  in  estimating 
the  Death-rate  ; on  the  other  hand,  5 deaths  have  oc- 
curred, in  Institutions  outside  the  Borough,  of  persons 
who  formerly  belonged  to  the  District,  and  have  been 
removed  to  these  Institutions  for  the  treatment  of  sick- 
ness or  through  infirmity.  By  adding  the  latter  and 
eliminating  the  former,  the  corrected  number  of  deaths  of 
persons  belonging  to  the  District  is  145,  as  against  j6o  in 
the  year  1907,  and  the  death-rate  becomes  one  of  12.2 
per  thousand,  which,  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  I.,  is 
the  lowest  recorded  in  the  last  ten  years. 

In  preparing  this  Report,  the  Institutions  taken  into 
consideration  as  being  within  the  Borough,  are  the  Royal 
Marine  Infirmary,  the  Victoria  Hospital,  and  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  while  those  without  the  Borough  are 
Chartham  Asylum  and  Eastry  Infirmary. 

As  to  the  ages  at  which  death  occurred,  there  were 
1 7 under  one  year;  7,  1 and  under  5 ; 4,  5 and  under 
1 5 ; 4,  15  and  under  25  ; 50,  25  and  under  65  ; and  60, 
65  years  and  upwards.  The  chief  causes  of  death,  and 
the  number  of  deaths  from  each  disease  at  stated  ages, 
will  be  found  tabulated  in  Table  IV.  at  the  end  of  this 
Report. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  Infants,  that  is,  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  is  17,  as  against  26  for 
the  year  1907.  The  rate  of  Infantile  Mortality,  i.e., 
the  proportion  of  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age 
to  the  total  number  of  births  registered,  is  66.9  per 
thousand,  or  the  lowest  rate  recorded  for  the  last  ten 
years.  The  causes  of,  and  ages  at,  death  of  Infants  in 
weeks  and  months  will  be  found  tabulated  on  Table 
V.  at  the  end  of  the  Report.  The  zymotic  death-rate 
refers  to  the  rate  per  thousand  of  deaths  from  the  seven 
principal  epidemic  diseases,  viz.,  Small -pox,  Measles, 
Whooping  Cough,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Typhoid 
Fever,  and  Diarrhoea.  The  total  number  of  deaths  from 
these  zymotic  diseases  was  3,  namely,  Typhoid  2 and 
Diarrhoea  1 ; this  number  gives  us  a highly  satisfactory 
zymotic  death-rate  of  .3  per  thousand. 


Infectious  Diseases 


The  following  Infectious  Diseases  are  notifiable  in 
this  Borough,  viz.,  Small-pox,  Cholera,  Membranous 
Croup,  Erysipelas,  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever,  and 
Puerperal  Fever.  During  the  year  1908  thirty-one  noti- 
fications of  Infectious  Diseases  have  been  received  by 
me,  which  were  distributed  as  follows  : Erysipelas  3, 
Scarlet  Fever  16,  Typhoid  Fever  10,  Diphtheria  2.  On 
referring  to  Reports  during  the  last  ten  years,  I find 
the  average  number  of  notifications  is  54  per  annum,  so 
that  our  total  for  the  year  1908  may  be  considered 
fairly  satisfactory.  In  the  matter  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases, 
we  have  been  unlucky  as  regards  importation  of  Infec- 
tion, as  out  of  the  sixteen  cases,  eleven  were  undoubtedly 
imported  ones,  or  due  to  an  originally  imported  case 
infecting  others  in  the  same  household.  Of  the  ten 
cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  two  cases  were  imported,  three 
cases  occurred  in  one  household  and  two  in  another, 
thus  showing  that  the  area  of  the  Borough  infected  with 
this  complaint  was  not  a wide  one.  On  receipt  of  Noti- 
fications, I have  always  done  all  in  my  power  to  ascertain 
the  source  of  infection,  and  taken  every  possible  pre- 
caution to  prevent  spread  of  infection.  With  regard 
to  the  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases,  there  is  appar- 
ently no  compulsion  on  the  part  of  Government  Officials 
to  notify  the  presence  of  infectious  disease  in  their  own 
buildings,  but  I understand  in  some  towns  it  is  done, 
and  I beg  to  recommend  that  communication  be  made 
with  the  proper  authorities,  with  a view  to  having  inter - 
notification  between  myself  and  the  Government  Authori- 
ties who  may  have  infectious  cases  under  their  care  in 
buildings  which  are  actually  within  the  Borough  area  ; 
it  seems  to  me  that  knowledge  thus  obtained  must  be 
of  valuable  service  to  all  parties  concerned. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Waterworks  are  situated  on  the  hill  between 
Upper  Deal  and  Walmer,  and  are  the  property  of  the  two 
towns.  The  undertaking  is  managed  by  a Joint  Board, 
composed  of  members  of  the  District  Councils  of  Deal 
and  Walmer.  The  water  is  obtained  from  adits  in  the 
chalk,  is  pumped  into  a covered  reservoir,  from  which  a 
constant  supply  gravitates  to  the  various  parts  of  the 
district.  It  is  of  excellent  quality  ; its  only  fault,  which 
it  shares  with  all  waters  derived  from  a similar  source, 
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is  its  hardness,  a good  deal  of  which  may  be  removed  by 
boiling.  Samples  are  submitted  periodically  to  chemical 
and  bacteriological  analysis,  the  last  reports  of  which 
are  as  follows  :

LABORATORY  REPORT. 

To  Mr.  Thomas  C . Golder . 

The  specimen  (water)  marked  “ Waterworks  Reser- 
voir, Deal,”  received  here  on  4/11/08,  has  been  duly 
examined,  and  I have  been  instructed  to  forward  the 
following  report  thereon  : 

Quantitative . 

An  average  of  38  organisms  per  C.C.  are  found 
capable  of  development  on  gelatine  plates,  incubated  at 
20°C.  for  three  days. 

The  average  number  capable  of  development  on 
agar  is  2 per  c.c. 

Qualitative . 

Neither  the  Bacillus  Coli  nor  the  Bacillus  Enteri- 
tidis  Sporogenes  have  been  found  in  iooc.c.  of  the 
water  taken  for  each  examination,  nor  have  Strepto- 
cocci been  found  in  30c. c. 

These  results  show  the  water  to  be  of  a high  degree 
of  bacterial  purity.

Drainage. 

The  town  was,  in  1901,  provided  with  a perfect 
system  of  water  carriage  drainage,  under  the  advice  of 
Mr.  Baldwin  Latham,  by  means  of  which  the  town, 
Middle  Deal  and  Upper  Deal  arc  all  drained.  The 
whole  of  the  sewage  of  the  district  is  carried  by  gravita- 
tion to  a suitable  point,  where  it  is  raised  by  pumping 
into  a covered  resen  oir  capable  of  holding  about  600,000 
gallons.  The  outfall  springs  from  the  north-east  corner 
of  this  reservoir.  It  is  formed  of  cast-iron  pipes,  27 
inches  in  diameter,  and  extends  into  the  sea  500  feet 
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from  low  water  mark.  The  average  time  the  outfall 
is  open  for  discharge  is  about  an  hour  on  each  tide, 
and  it  is  opened  at  the  exact  time  of  high  water,  when 
the  outfall  is  submerged  from  18  to  20  feet;  during 
such  time  there  is  also  a 3 to  5 knot  current,  which 
runs  in  a N.E.  direction,  a speed  which  is  quite  sufficient 
to  carry  all  evidence  of  sewage  well  beyond  the  course 
of  the  river  Stour,  whose  ebb  also  acts  as  a secondary 
safeguard  against  its  return  this  side  of  the  Goodwin 
Sands.  The  scheme  answers  well,  and  the  whole  of 
the  district  is  now  provided  with  a perfect  system  of 
drainage . 


Isolation  Hospital. 

This  Hospital,  which  was  erected  in  1901,  is  the 
property  of  the  Deal  Town  Council,  and  is  managed  by  a 
Joint  Committee  of  the  Deal  and  Walmer  Councils. 
The  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Deal,  on  the  outskirts 
of  the  Borough,  being  about  ij  miles  from  the  town. 
The  corrugated  iron  building  consists  of  two  wards  (each 
holding  six  beds),  nurses’  accommodation,  and  the  usual 
domestic  offices.  The  water  supply  is  from  the  main, 
the  drainage  is  connected  with  the  main  sewer,  and  the 
building  is  in  telephonic  communication  with  all  sub- 
scribers to  the  National  Telephone  Company.  The  Hos- 
pital is  very  useful  and  appropriate  for  the  treatment  of 
one  kind  of  disea.se,  but  it  would  not,  in  my  opinion, 
be  safe  to  admit  at  the  same  time  patients  suffering  from 
another  disease. 

Alterations  were  carried  out  last  year  with  a view 
to  improving  the  comfort  of  this  building,  and  to  render 
it  more  immune  from  variation  of  climatic  conditions. 
I am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  this  end  has  been 
met,  but  it  is  still  necessary  that  some  steps  be  taken 
for  the  provision  of  larder  accommodation  for  food,  and 
a second  room  for  nurses’  accommodation,  which  mat- 
ter, I understand,  is  shortly  to  be  brought  up  'for  your 
consideration.  Your  Hospital  has  been  occupied  during 
the  year  for  218  days,  and  in  this  period  22  patients 
have  received  the  benefit  of  Isolation  and  Medical  treat- 
ment. It  was  opened  from  February  14th  to  May  14th 
for  scarlet  fever  cases,  and  from  July  13th  to  September 
5th,  and  ' September  2*8th  to  December  31st  for  typhoid 
fever  cases . 

The  steam  disinfecting  apparatus,  situated  at  the 
Corporation  yard,  is  available  when  required,  and  is  used 
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in  the  disinfection  of  all  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  on  the 
convalescence  of  a patient  from  Infectious  Disease,  or 
after  removal  of  the  patient  from  home  to  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital.  The  disinfector  is  in  every  way  satisfac- 
tory, but  I consider  the  building  it  is  situated  in  requires 
repairs,  to  prevent  the  access  of  damp  and  rain  to  bed- 
ding, &c.,  awaiting  disinfection. 

Physical  Features  and  Climate  of  the 

District. 

Most  of  the  old  town  was  built  on  the  alluvium 
shingle  and  sand  prevailing  by  the  shore.  The  elevations 
range  from  io  to  15  or  20  feet  above  mean  sea  level, 
the  higher  levels  being  on  the  west  side  of  the  town. 
To  the  south-west  there  are  clay  beds,  the  ground  rising 
as  \^e  approach  the  chalk  in  Upper  Deal,  where  the  Church 
stands  50  feet  ; and  further  southwards  to  the  Water- 
works the  altitude  is  above  100  feet  above  the  sea- 
level.  The  chalk  forms  a ridge,  running  from  S.E.  to 
N.W.  These  conditions  are  climatically  favourable,  as 
they  favour  evaporation.  The  relative  humidity  of  the 
air,  as  found  by  actual  observation,  indicates  a fair 
amount  of  dryness.  The  ozone  is  above  an  average, 
often  reaching  the  maximum.  These  last  two  factors, 
taken  in  connection  with  a good  sunshine  record,  are 
scientifically  known  to  be  inimical  to  the  germs  which 
cause  consumption,  and  consequently  our  climate  may 
be  said  to  be  bracing,  and  suitable  for  the  treatment  of 
chronic  or  incipient  cases  of  a tuberculous  nature.  It 
has  once  again  been  the  privilege  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Deal  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  untiring  energy  and  skill 
of  Mr.  Samuel  Miller  as  their  Meteorological  Observer 
for  the  year  1908.  A most  concise  and  interesting 
scientific  report  has  been  presented  to  the  Council  by 
him,  and  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  peruse  the  same  ; 
from  that  report  I have  selected  the  following  data, 
and  I take  this  opportunity  of  publicly  acknowledging 
my  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Miller  for  his  work. 

Air  Temperature . — The  mean  Temperature  of  the 
year  was  50°.  The  lowest  Temperature  recorded  during 
the  year  was  19. 30  on  January  12th,  whilst  the  highest 
Temperature  was  8o.8°  on  July  25th. 

Sea  Surface  Temperature . — These  readings  are  taken 


both  near  the  shore  and  at  the  Pier-head,  and  are  daily 
posted  on  a .chart  at  the  entrance  of  the  Pier,  as  being 
of  interest  to  the  large  number  of  our  inhabitants  and 
visitors  who  avail  themselves  of  our  excellent  sea  bathing. 
The  Sea  Surface  Temperature  rose  to  6o°  on  June  25th, 
both  at  the  shore  and  Pier-head,  but  did  not  reach  its 
maximum  point  till  August  4th,  when  64.8°  were  recorded. 
The  lowest  reading  in  1908  was  33.7°  on  January  5th,  which 
is  6 degrees  above  freezing  point  (the  freezing  point  of  sea 
water  being  taken  as  27.70). 

Sunshine. — During  the  year,  1770  hours  of  sunshine 
are  recorded,  as  against  17390-  hours  in  1907.  From 
April  to  October  inclusive,  we  never  had  less  than  1 5 1 A 
hours  of  sunshine  during  any  month.  Other  local  seaside 
resorts,  I notice,  do  not  come  up  to  our  grand  total  in 
hours  of  sunshine  for  the  year. 

Rainfall. — These  measurements  are  recorded  at 
South  Deal  ( 1 6ft . above  sea  level)  and  at  the  Water- 
works (110ft.  above  sea  level).  The  total  rainfall  for 
the  year  was  24.68ms.,  and  the  number  of  days  on 
which  .01  or  more  inches  fell  was  161  days,  as  against 
a total  of  25.02ms.  on  175  days  in  1907.  The  greatest- 
fall  on  any  one  day  was  recorded  at  the  Waterworks, 
namely,  3.12ms.  on  August  23rd.  The  total  duration 
of  rainfall  during  the  year  was  399J  hours,  or  an 
equivalent  of  16  days  15-0-  hours. 

Ozone. — Taking  the  maximum  amount  of  ozone  as 
10,  during  the  months  of  April,  May,  June,  July,  and 
August,  we  were  never  below  7,  the  maximum  monthly 
average  of  7.7  being  registered  in  May  and  June,  and 
the  minimum  monthly  average  of  3.8  in  December. 

Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department. 

The  common  lodging-houses,  slaughter  houses,  cow- 
sheds, dairies  and  milk  shops,  have  been  periodically 
inspected . 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  is  done  by 
the  town  staff,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor. 
The  refuse  is  collected  periodically  in  covered  carts, 
and  taken  to  a field  well  removed  from  the  town.  It 
is  eventually  used  by  farmers  for  manuring  land.  The 
use  of  more  suitable  receptacles  for  refuse  is  seriously 
recommended  by  me  to  householders  ; the  sanitary  dust- 
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bin  is  highly  recommended,  and  also  the  burning  at  home 
of  all  vegetable  and  decomposing  matter. 

In  accordance  with  my  recommendation  in  the  Report 
for  1907,  a great  deal  of  work  has  been  carried  out 
in  connection  with  the  house  to  house  inspection  of 
sanitary  surroundings. 

Your  Sanitary  Committee  have  met  regularly  and 
received  the  reports  submitted  to  them,  and  ordered 
the  abatement  of  nuisances  where  necessary.  During 
the  year,  273  houses  were  inspected,  and  reports  on  the 
same  made  to  the  Sanitary  Committee,  and  in  addition 
to  these,  a considerable  number  of  premises  were  in- 
spected that  were  not  included  in  the  reports.  The 
following  particulars  will  serve  to  indicate  the  nature 
of  the  orders  sent  to  remedy  the  sanitary  defects  found, 
and  the  proportion  of  premises  where  no  nuisance  existed  : 

167  houses  inspected  where  no  nuisance  existed. 

73  houses  had  long  hopper  closets  which  were  either 
dirty,  broken,  or  without  flushing  apparatus. 

13  houses  had  defective  pail  closets. 

64  houses  had  not  any  means  of  ventilation  to  the 
drains . 

41  houses  had  defective  yard  paving. 

17  premises  were  drained  into  cesspools. 

2 houses  had  closet  metal  soil  pipes  on  internal 

walls . 

7 houses  had  defective  sink  wastes. 

6 houses  had  defective  bell  traps. 

1 house  had  very  bad  floors. 

9 premises  had  defective  closet  pans  of  different 
forms  to  the  long  hoppers. 

3 houses  were  found  in  a very  dirty  condition. 

5 premises  had  defective  roofs. 

2 houses  had  defective  walls. 

2 1 premises  had  other  forms  of  defects  not  enumer- 
ated above. 

264  defects  were  found  for  which  it  was  necessary  to 
serve  orders  to  remedy. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

As  required  by  this  Act,  the  factories,  workshops, 
work  places,  and  home  workers’  premises  situate  within 
the  district  have  been  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Officers, 
and  any  defects  found  dealt  with.  The  inspections  which 
have  been  made  will  be  found  tabulated  in  an  annexed 
schedule.  During  the  year,  ten  persons  between  14 
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and  1 6 years  of  age  have  been  examined  as  to  their 
fitness  for  employment  in  factories  and  workshops  ; all 
were  found  fit  for  their  employment,  and  were  duly 
certified.  Three  accidents  in  factories  were  reported 
to  me,  and  duly  investigated  ; in  each  case,  the  accidents 
and  results  were  of  a slight  nature. 

In  concluding  my  Report,  I would  take  the  oppor- 
tunity of  expressing  my  thanks  for  the  valuable  assistance 
and  courtesy  extended  to  me  during  the  year  by  my 
fellow  practitioners,  the  Town  Clerk,  the  Borough  Sur- 
veyor, and  Mr.  Samuel  Miller.  The  usual  Schedules 
of  Vital  Statistics,  which  are  required  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this 
Report.
